LOST VACATIONERS TO RECEIVE AID 
The Hamptons Police this week announced 
dramatic steps that it plans to take in order 
to come to the aid of lost vacationers in the 
Hamptons. The need for serious action, according 
to Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, has 
started to loom as the plight of lost vacationers 
has become ever more desperate in recent days. 
“For a while, we thought maybe they were just 
people who had decided to stay past Labor Day to 
enjoy the beginning of the harvest season,” says 
Hirsch. “That was trouble enough. But as the 


_weeks have gone by, and these vacationers have 


continued to inundate the villages and strain 
local services, we realized that the situation was 
far more dire. These people are clearly lost.” 

Hirsch cites as evidence of this conclusion the 
“dazed, glassy-eyed” appearance of many people 
walking in village shopping districts. “They stop 
in the middle of the sidewalk, slowly looking 
up and down the rows of shops,” 
“They ask for directions on how to get to the most 
obvious places. These are classic symptoms of 
people who don’t know where they are.” 

Hirsch recounts as corroboration a recent 
incident that took place on Main Street in Sag 
Harbor in which a husband and wife from 
Weehawken, New Jersey engaged a Sag Harbor 
resident in conversation. “It started innocently 
enough,” says Hirsch. “They chatted about the 
cinema rebuilding project and other topics of 
local interest. But then the husband got a very 
serious look on his face and begged the local 
resident to point the way out of the Hamptons. 
The local man pointed south down Main Street, 
and the couple thanked him and they parted

company. But later, the local man saw the same 
couple in a car slowly doing laps around Main 
Street, arguing with each other.” The resident 
reported what he witnessed to police. 

Hirsch says that in order to aid the lost 
vacationers in finding their way home, the 
Hamptons Police have decided to place large signs 
in prominent locations in every village with the 
message “Way Out of the Hamptons” displayed 
in capital letters and with arrows pointing to the 
most direct route out of the area. “We feel that 
this is the most compassionate way to deal with 
the situation,” says Hirsch. “We know that often 
people are embarrassed to ask for directions, 
especially when they want people to think of 
them as locals.” Hirsch notes that the signs will 
be electronic, and thus will be able to alternate 
their message among multiple languages. “They'll 
also be very visible at night, so that there won’t be 
any time of day when visitors won't be able to find 
their way out.” a

whole lot of famous folks livein Southampton. 

And as you might expect, as a result, a whole 
lot of famous folks get buried in this part of the 
Hamptons. Furthermore, they tend to congregate 
in two particular cemeteries—Sacred Heart 
Cemetery in Southampton and Southampton 
Cemetery which abuts Sacred Heart. 

Both cemeteries are located on County Road 
39, almost directly across the road from the office 
of Dan’s Papers. A stone’s throw, if you will. 

Those who got famous and died are from all 
walks of life here. Gary Cooper, the actor, is 
buried in Sacred Heart. You might ask, what is 
Gary Cooper doing in the Hamptons, and it’s 
a fair question. He was, after all, a creature of 
Hollywood, and you would think he would find 
his resting place there. 

Well, indeed, he did. After appearing or 
starring in 75 major motion pictures, receiving 
two Academy Awards, providing celebrated roles 
in Sergeant York in 1941, High Noon in 1952 
and For Whom the Bell Tolls in 1953, he was 
laid to rest after a tragic battle with cancer at the 
tender young age of 60. Widely mourned, he was 
initially buried in California, but when his burial 
site soon became a tourist attraction and almost 
a shrine for those who loved him on the silver

screen, his wife, Veronica, who in her widowhood 
became a summer resident of Southampton, had 
him disinterred and re-buried at Sacred Heart 
so she and their daughter could be near to him. 
Indeed, Veronica lies next to the husband she 
had for nearly 30 years. 


JACK DEMPSEY 

Jack Dempsey is buried at Sacred Heart. He was 
the famous heavyweight boxer who knocked out 
Jack Willard in 1919 and held the championship 
until 1926, when he got beat by Gene Tunney. 

How he was in defeat after the fight was 
legendary. At the end, he could no longer see. 
“Lead me out there,” he told his trainer when he 
got back to his corner. “I want to shake his hand.” 

His wife, back at the hotel at the end of the 
evening, was appalled by his face. “Ginsberg!” 
she cried, for that was her pet name for him, 
“what happened?” 

“Honey, I forgot to duck,” Dempsey said. 

Dempsey, in his prime, weighed only 
187 pounds, which is on the low side for a 
heavyweight. But, as a product of the western 
mining camps, he proved again and again he had 
dynamite in his fists, knocking out challenger 
after challenger, almost all of whom were bigger 
and supposedly stronger. When Jack fought for 
the championship to win it, for example, Willard 


was nearly 60 pounds heavier, yet Dempsey 
knocked him down seven times in three minutes. 

Perhaps his most exciting fight—some say it was 
the greatest boxing match ever—was Dempsey’s 
fight for his title against Luis Angel Firpo of 
Argentina. Firpo was an untamed wildman in 
the ring and, with his first punch, a right to the 
jaw, stunned Dempsey and almost put him down. 
Dempsey survived the next onslaught and then 
dropped Firpo four times, while Firpo knocked 
Dempsey right out of the ring once, causing him 
to scramble back in. Just before the bell ended 
the first round, Dempsey knocked Firpo down 
again. In the second round, after two more 
times on the canvas, Firpo could not get up, and 
Dempsey won by knockout. 

At mid-century, long after he retired, Dempsey 
was voted the greatest heavyweight champion of 
all time by the Associated Press. 

After his retirement, Jack Dempsey opened a 
restaurant at the corner of 50" Street and Eighth 
Avenue in New York City. He was admired 
and loved by everybody and behaved as a true 
gentleman. The restaurant continued on for 30 
years at that location, with Jack greeting people 
at the door, giving out autographs and posing for 
pictures, often with his fists up, face to face. 

Dempsey lived a full life, enjoyed New York and 
lived until age 87. He was married four times, 
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the last time to Deanna Piattelli. He and 
his second wife, singer Hanna Williams, 
had two daughters, Joan and Barbara. He 
also adopted Piattelli’s daughter, who took 
the name of Barbara Dempsey to help her 
stepfather write his 1977 autobiography. 

I don’t know how he came to be buried in 
Southampton. 


ROY RADIN 

Roy Radin is buried at Sacred Heart. 
He became a millionaire in his mid-20s, 
organizing live shows on stages in small 
towns around the country and then selling 
advertising in the programs for the performances. 
The performers were over-the-hill stars from an 
earlier era—people like Red Buttons and Morey 
Amsterdam—happy to have a stage to play on. 

He hired people who pretended to be tough 
police officers to make the phone calls to the 
local merchants, saying the money raised would 
go to the Police Athletic League and it would be 
meaningful to buy such an ad. People bought. 

In Southampton, he lived in a large oceanfront 
mansion and was seen around town wearing a 
cape and carrying a ruby-studded cane. Orgies 
involving drugs, whips and chains were held at 
his home, and the local police at the time didn’t 
bother him with tickets of any kind. Some of 
_ them even got invited. 

One woman was found semi-conscious, barely 
dressed and drug addled on a Long Island Rail 
Road train heading for the city.

indeed shut. 

Radin, with a barrel of money in the bank, 
then decided to go to Hollywood and invest in 
a film being made. He chose The Cotton Club, 
and it was a good choice except for two things. 
One was it flopped at the box office. The other 
was his attempts to be a co-producer got him 
killed. A woman who was involved in financing 
the movie and also a onetime drug dealer felt 
she was being cut out of a producing role and 
hired two men to kill him and get rid of the body. 
This was done. Radin was 33. His body was later 
found by some hikers, and afterwards the killers 
were convicted.

Patricia Kennedy was one of the sisters of 
Jack, Edward and Bobby Kennedy. Her mother 
thought her the most beautiful, aristocratic and 
sophisticated of the sisters, who included Jean 
and Eunice, and it appears she was.

she rode horses, went sailing, joined society 
and, as an adult, became philanthropic and 
part of New York City society. 

In 1954, she married the actor Peter 
Lawford in a Manhattan ceremony that 
drew more than 3,000 well-wishers to the 
front steps of St. Thomas More Roman 
Catholic Church. Although Lawford 
became a Catholic to marry Patricia, he was 
always considered an outsider by much of 
ese =the clan, having been born and raised 

an Episcopalian. 

Patricia was able to bring President Kennedy 
into the world of show business, where he became 
friends with Frank Sinatra, Joey Bishop, Dean 
Martin, Shirley MacLaine and Sammy Davis 
Jr. They also were close friends with Marilyn 
Monroe and Tennessee Williams. 

The marriage lasted 11 years, during which time 
the Lawfords made their home in California. After 
the divorce, Patricia moved with her children 
back to Manhattan, and from there became 
part of the social set in Southampton society in 
the summertime. 

She died in Manhattan at the age of 82 and is 
resting at the Sacred Heart Cemetary across from 
Dan’s Papers.

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Old Town Names 


Heading Out East to Bullhead, Maidstone, Good Ground & Franklinville

here was a time many years ago when if you 

were in New York City you might say ’m 
going out to the Hamptons, and mean by that the 
Villages of Bullhead, Maidstone, Good Ground 
and Franklinville. I know that sounds a little 
goofy, but that was the case. 

The Village of Maidstone was, in fact, what 
is now the Village of East Hampton. The first 
English settlers named it Maidstone when they 
got here in 1648. There’s a charming English 
town by that name, and they were of a mind to 
name it that just to make them think of the old 
country left behind. 

However, different English settlers, from Lynn, 
Massachusetts, landed in what is now the Village 
of Southampton in 1640, and they named it 
Southampton, because there was a Southampton 
left behind. From there, with the Shinnecock 
Indians at their back, new settlers arriving in 
Southampton went east. They founded a town 
next door they called Bullhead in 1644, but soon 
thereafter built a bridge across from Bullhead 
to Maidstone. The Bullheaders then decided 
to call their town Bridgehampton, and so after 
that they refused to call Maidstone anything 
but East Hampton. East Hampton was east of 
Bridgehampton and Southampton. It was all in a 
row. The Maidstoners felt the pressure and after 
a while got in line and decided to rename the 
place East Hampton just to keep things orderly. 

Other settlers came to Southampton from Lynn 
and went west—the Shinnecocks watched them 


pass by—and soon came to a place on the other 
side of an inlet they called Good Ground. But after 
a while, seeing East Hampton, Bridgehampton 
and Southampton on the map, they decided in 
1922 to dump the name Good Ground and instead 
call it Hampton Bays. So Hampton Bays is what it 
is today, although in the early 20th century when 
it was still Good Ground somebody built a granite 
two-story hardware store downtown and etched 
the name Good Ground up high on its side. For 
a long time “Good Ground” has looked down on 
Main Street, Hampton Bays. 

The Village of Franklinville existed for 
countless years on the North Fork, as the 
easternmost hamlet of the Town of Riverhead. 
In 1890, with the railroad now built through to 
Greenport, the postal service decided to put a 
post office at Franklinville. But when the postal 
service looked into it, they realized that there 
already was a Franklinville, New York, upstate. 
Having two Franklinville post offices would 
be confusing, and so the local residents—there 
were only a few dozen of them living along the 
main street there—decided the name ought to be 
changed. One group wanted to call it Sequana. 
Another group went for Laurel. A vote was taken, 
probably in the post office. The vote was Laurel 
13, Sequana 9, so Laurel is what it became and 
has been ever since. 

Every day when I leave my house on Three 
Mile Harbor Road and want to head down to 
the Montauk Highway in Amagansett, I take 
Abrahams Path, which goes from Three Mile 
Harbor and ends at the Montauk Highway at the

other. It crosses three intersections in getting 
down there, and on two of them the continuation 
of Abrahams Path goes straight along. But the 
third cross does not. Heading toward- Montauk 
Highway about halfway along, Abrahams Path 
just ends. If you turn right at this intersection, 
however, about a hundred yards down you make a 
left and you are back on Abrahams Path. It seems 
to suggest that when the people built Abrahams 
Path, one group started it at Three Mile Harbor 
Road and headed south while another group 
started at the Montauk Highway and went north, 
and when these two groups of road builders met 
at this intersection—it is the Springs-Fireplace 
Road—they could see each other, but things 
didn’t line up properly. Rather than fix it, they 
decided to just finish the job with this jag in it. 
People would get used to it. Frankly, I never have. 

This kind of jag happens in several other places 
in the Hamptons, and every one of them likely 
happened because of poor surveying. In these 
other cases, however, we do not have a clue 
whose fault it was. In the case of the one here 
near my home, we do. Right, Abraham? Shame 
on you, Abraham. 

Incidentally, in recent years, the Town 
of Southampton has been trying mightily to 
improve a rather down-at-the-heel part of that 
town known as Flanders. Improvements are 
already underway.

“I like making the 
people be able to get involved...I love 
it,” he adds, explaining that Memphis 
Crawl’s goal at shows is to “levitate 
the place.” They regularly stay after 
performances to hang out with fans 
and venue management. “I’m just 
a working-class person who 
appreciates it,” the singer says. 
“Whenever we get home [from 
touring], we have new friends.” 

O’Brien is the picture of a rock 
star—shaggy long hair, full beard, 
tattoos from knuckles to neck and 
plenty of style and swagger—but the 
look is well earned. His voice and 
songwriting chops are the real deal. 
Often compared to greats such as Joe 
Cocker and Jim Morrison (with maybe 
a hint of Scott Weiland?), he freely 
admits doing little to create or foster 
his rich tone. “I always talked like deep 
and raspy,” O’Brien says, pointing out 
that he never practices or exercises his

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voice. “I’ve been singing since I came out 
of the womb.” 

A lifelong Port Jeffersonian who still 
lives there with his wife Dani, a “hippie 
artist” and the band’s photographer, and 
their sons Dallas and Cash, O’Brien grew 
up with a mom he calls “a counterculture 
revolutionary” from Brooklyn. He was, and 
still is, the outgoing class clown type with 
boundless energy and a love of meeting 
new people. “I’ve always been about rock 
‘n’ roll,” he says. “The music thing and 
singing is a no-brainer.” 

Most of the band’s lineup has been 
in place since 2009, though Keith, a 
former roadie, joined as bassist nearly 
two years ago, and Marshall only recently 
came aboard as full-time keyboardist. 


O’Brien was so pleased with their latest THE BAND PERFORMING 


singles together, “Haunted Hearts” and 
“Revelations,” he’s since stripped away most 
of the Crawl’s other songs online. “The vibe, 
energy and love between all of us made the music 
so much more soulful,” he says, explaining that 
the band is finally exactly where he wants it, “like 
a family.” 

Despite having released plenty of music, 
including a four-song EP and a full-length 
effort, O’Brien says the album they're working 
on now, tentatively titled Cosmic Equestrian— 
which they're recording at a 50-acre horse farm 
in Woodstock—is Memphis Crawl’s true debut. 
The group writes songs collectively, with 
O’Brien contributing lyrics and melodies. “None 
of my musical movement would be possible 
without the band,” he says. “Those fu__ers are 
like my brothers.”

Between recording sessions, the Crawl is 
continuing to tour and hoping to reach Europe 
next year. They already have fans wearing their 
shirts in countries like Australia and Japan, and 
have earned influential friends, such as Chris 
Robinson of The Black Crowes, who has worn 
their shirt onstage. “We're starting to get a lot of 
respect in the music business,” O’Brien says.

Honoung the Autist: Eileen Dawn Skretch 


he work of Eileen Dawn Skretch is highly 
influenced by life on the East End. She was 
born and raised in Southampton. “My family were 
farmers and fishing was part of life,” says Skretch. 
“Practical interaction with the environment felt 
like a natural segue to landscape painting. When 
I began to paint en plein air and on wood, all was 
right in my universe.” 
What was the particular inspiration for 
this piece and its title, “Touching the Sky?” 
While preparing for a show with Plein Air 
Peconic, a group of artists that supports The 
Peconic Land Trust and its conservation efforts, at

one of the Trust’s preserved sites, Wolffer Estate 
Vineyard, I was taken by the gentle rise of the 
rows of grapes and the patterns they form in the 
sunlight. As I painted the scene I felt the plants 
stretching upwards, trying to touch the sky. 
Although many of my paintings begin with 
painting on site, en plain air, this painting began 
with my camera and notes on color. In studio, a 
4”x6” painted sketch confirmed my design. Next, 
I needed to find a section of my stock of birch 
veneered plywood where the grain imitated the 
scene I planned, forming my drawing in the wood. 
Once the right section of grain was found I cut 


Since 1963 
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the 4’x8’ sheet of plywood down to the 3’x4’ size 
of this painting, braced the sheet for structural 
integrity, and finally sanded and sealed the panel. 
I work in oils. 


Now that summer has wound down, 
what are you most looking forward to 
about the fall? 

Less traffic! Easier traveling on the East End 
and cooler weather encourages me to paint 
outside. Although I love the mists of summer 
that humidity brings, the cooler weather lends a 
crispness to the colors of our landscapes. 


If you could sit down to coffee with any 
artist from history, who would it be and 
what would you talk about? 

Monet or van Gogh. They each had a unique 
way of working with color and light, making the 
air come alive. Interpreting those categories and 
how the paintbrush decides to move across their 
canvas would be a great conversation.

Although the wood 
is visible in some of the images, the influence of 
the wood’s grain on the mood and depth of the 
work and the interplay in the paintings with the 
day’s light is best experienced in person.

i n the fall, the North Fork sparkles. Some say it’s the 
special seaside light, others say it’s the ocean breeze 
rustling the fall foliage. 

But those in the know say it’s the wine—some of 
which actually sparkles. And. what better way to start a 
sparkling fall North Fork wine tour than at Sparkling 
Pointe on the North Road in Southold, where they 
specialize in sparkling wines. 

. “Right now is a good time to come in and do a nice 
comparative tasting,” says Sparkling Pointe’s general 
manager Mike Falcetta. “Get a tasting of our new 
Blanc de Blancs Seduction, which is 100% Chardonnay 
lightly oaked in French oak, alongside a tasting of the 
Blanc de Noirs Seduction, which is a blend of Pinot 
Noir and Pinot Meunier. It’s a fun tasting to do.” Then 
again, you could order a full pour of both of these 
premium sparklers, if that’s how you roll! 

Speaking of contrasts, Sparkling Pointe’s tasting 
department has put together a unique tasting menu, 
available anytime.

wait for it...chocolate! “We’ve teamed up with Vosges 
artisanal chocolates to offer tastings of our wines 
with their exotic chocolate bars,” says Falcetta. If the 
combination doesn’t strike you immediately as a match 
made in Heaven, consider: one of the exotic chocolate 
bars involved has bacon in it.

Rare sparkling, and sample hors d’oeuvres—including, 
we presume, some with caviar. Paid reservations are 
required, and can be made at pindar.net. 

Right down the road from Pindar at Raphael, they’re 
also celebrating the harvest—that is, if you can call the 
hard work of picking grapes a celebration. “We just 
started harvesting last week, which is pretty exciting,” 
says Raphael’s Diandra Schultz. “So far we’ve brought 
in our Pinot Noir, Pinot Grigio and some Sauvignon 
Blanc.” So maybe now would be a great time to book 
a tour of Raphael’s expansive acreage to see how 
their delicious wine gets made. Paid reservations are 
necessary, and the tour winds up back at the tasting 
room with a glass of wine paired with antipasti. 

A more casual visit to Raphael can be great, 
too. They have a regular schedule of live music 


on offer. Check out the calendar and book a tour at 
raphaelwine.com. 

Also in Peconic is Osprey’s Dominion, where, in 
addition to quality wines, they cultivate a wine festival 
atmosphere on their ample property every weekend 
through October. “Osprey’s Dominion will have live 
music every Saturday and Sunday through October 
starting at 1 p.m.,” says Osprey’s Peter Carey. “Folks 
can check our events calendar on our website to see 
who's performing.” The bands set up outside, weather 
permitting, and there’s plenty of room to dance. Of 
course, it’s not all play at Osprey’s Dominion at 
harvest time. “Harvesting began September 20 with 
our Pinot Noir and Gewurztraminer and continues 
through October,” says Carey. It’s always nice to know 
someone’s working hard to make sure we get our 


tasty North Fork wine. Just contemplating it makes 
us thirsty! 

Further west, the festivities continue at Martha Clara 
Vineyards in Northville. Martha Clara has long been 
known for its happy hour-style conviviality as well as 
its good wine—its tasting room conveying a decided 
party atmosphere rather than the studious tone found 
at some other vineyards. But Martha Clara, which was 
recently acquired by the Mexican Rivero-Gonzalez 
winemaking family, is undergoing some changes. They 
appear to be cleaning house—they’re holding a Wine 
Cellar Estate Sale on October 6 and 7 from 11 to 3 p.m., 
where library wines (that is, older vintages that the 
vineyard has cellared), as well as many other wine- 
related curios, will be on offer.

Take a Walk ox Hike Along Noxth Foxk Trails 


he North Fork is filled with wineries, farm stands 

and outdoor beauty. You can experience some 
of that beauty on one of the many trails sprinkled 
throughout the area, from Laurel to Orient. Here are 
some lovely trails for walking, hiking and exploring on 
the North Fork. 


Laurel Lake Preserve, not far from the welcoming 
Laurel Lake Vineyard, is home to a 70-foot-deep 
kettle hole with a diverse fish population of bass, 
pickerel and perch. Along the looping 2-mile trail 
are cedar, oak, dogwood and laurel trees. There’s 
- also a man-made irrigation pond containing frogs, 
toads, turtles and fish. The trail itself has diamond- 
shaped plastic blazes to help you along. Laurel 
Lake Preserve is located at 5145 Route 25, Laurel. 


Mill Road Preserve in Mattituck is a 27-acre parcel 
located south of the Old Mill Inn. There are two 
main trails that wind through about 9 acres of shrub 
and grassland and 18 acres of woodland. Mill Road 
Preserve is located at 1900 West Mill Road, Mattituck. 


Downs Farm Preserve in Cutchogue is a 51-acre 
parcel that contains Native American Fort Corchaug, 
which is on the National Register of Historic Places. 
There’s a mile of trails that adjoin farmlands and tidal 
wetlands of Downs Creek. Downs Farm Preserve is 
located at 23800 Route 25, Cutchogue. 


Goldsmith Inlet County Park in Peconic has a 
half-mile trail that crosses a small footbridge over a 
tidal pond and has a gorgeous view of the Long Island 
Sound. The trail descends to an open beach. Wildlife 
includes ospreys, shorebirds and winter waterfowl.

The mouth of Goldsmith Inlet is a 
well-known fishing spot. Goldsmith 
Inlet County Park is located at 1585 
Soundview Avenue, Peconic. 


Cedar Beach County Park in 
Southold offers beautiful vistas of 
Shelter Island and Cedar Beach 
Harbor. The park is 68 acres and 
contains over 2,800 feet on the 
Shelter Island Sound. Cedar Beach 
County Park is located at 3690 
Cedar Beach Road, Southold. 


Arshamomaque Pond 
Preserve in Southold has several 
trails to follow. Along the way, you'll 
cross over Long Island Railroad 
tracks, be able to watch Osprey as 
they fly over Arshamomaque Pond, 
see ferns and vernal ponds and more. 
Arshamomaque Pond Preserve is located at 63445 
Route 25, Southold. 


Arshamomague Preserve in Southold is a 
120-acre preserve. There are 1.3 miles of trails that 
will take you through mature woodlands, wetlands and 
open fields. Arshamomaque Preserve is located at 1105 
Chapel Lane, Greenport. 


Inlet Pond County Park in Greenport is a 
55-acre preserve with 1.6 miles of trails. The 
North Fork Audubon Society has programs here. 
Inlet Pond County Park is located at 65275 Route 
48, Greenport.

importance of florals in interior design. 

Bringing nature into a home is very important. 
Floral would be the equivalent of icing on a cake. It’s 
what really completes it. It gives it life, brings nature 
in. If you don’t bring nature into your interior it’s very 
stale. It’s more like a hotel, with no life to it. 


What’s been a hot seller recently? 

It all depends on where .we're at. It’s very 
geographically specific. It makes sense. We find 
that, especially Out East, in Riverhead, people are 
really into mirrors. Mirrors help expand the space, 
especially at the beach. People are trying to capture 
views of the water as much as they can. So they'll put 
mirrors in the room. 


Talk about the importance of polyester today. 
Polyester fabrics have come a long way. These 
days we call it performance fabrics. It used to be 
very hard and rough. They’ve now refined it, with 
poly cotton and poly silk and it’s so soft to the touch.

What advice would you give clients who are on 


a limited budget but want to add a flourish to 
their home? 

That’s not that difficult. Pillows and other 
accessories. Pillows can give your house a completely 
different look. Flowers, plants, the right rugs...small 
items can change the look of any interior very quickly. 


Talk about the difference between Design

; Nowh Fork Real Estate Is Looking Sunny

hile Hamptons real estate has been in the dumps 
lately, the same isn’t true for the North Fork. In 
the second quarter of 2018, North Fork properties sold 
at a 9% higher median compared to the same time last 
year ($600,000), while the Hamptons median was 
5.3% lower, $975,000. Prices increased most sharply 
for the lowest quintile, up 12.8% from a year earlier. 
The Town & Country midyear sales report showed 
similar results. All four markets surveyed (Jamesport, 
including Aquebogue, Baiting Hollow and South 
Jamesport; Orient, including East Marion and 
Greenport; Mattituck, including Laurel and Cutchogue; 
and Southold, including New Suffolk and Peconic) 
realized double-digit increases in median price. Orient 
was the standout here with a median sales price 
increase of 35%, to $660,000. 
Where didn’t prices increase? In all four markets,

there were big decreases in sales below $500K. Why? 
Lack of inventory. We found it difficult to find any 
standalone properties (not condos) for sale under 
$500K. Most of the ones we found are vacant lots. 

The Jamesport market scored the best results 
overall, with 24% more home sales, 45% more in sales 
volume and a 17% higher median price, year over year. 

Mattituck closed the most sales with 67, and it 
boasted the highest priced sale (the only sale over 
$5M) back in March. 

With all four markets combined, the median 
sales price rose 21% in the first half of 2018, year over 
year. The sector with the greatest increase in sales, at 
30% more, was the $1-2 million category. 

Clearly, the North Fork is doing well and should 
continue to improve for the rest of the year. But, 
as always, the question is whether growth is
